It was a pleasant surprise to hear from you the other day 
and to learn of your continued musical interests, 


I have searched and searched for the special record that 
you described to me with no success whatever. The chief 
of the music division of our public library tells me he 
has never heard of the concern which produced the record, 
and is under the impression that it must have been done 
privately. 


My own opinion is that someone who owned the two original 
old records must have arranged, at a much later date, to 
have them cut on one disc, with one on each side, because 
that is a comparatively recent operation and was not done 
nearly as early as 1904, the date of the St. Louis Exposi- 
tion song. 


I have not contacted the Library of Congress, but possibly 
they may be able to give you the name of the composer of 

each song, along with the original copyright owner, if in- 
deed the songs were copyrighted. I really know nowhere else 
to turn to secure the information you want, except to venture 
the opinion that I would not imagine the disc to have any 
important financial value. Still I would be interested if 
you discover anything at all about it. 


In recent years I have not attempted to add to my own col- 
lection, but instead have begun to give it away in sections 
to the i. ee at the Johns Hopkins University which will use 
it for study and for display. 


I do hope that you are feeling quite all right again and that 
it won't be too long before all of us can get together for 
some sort of reunion, whether it be musical, numismatic or, 
best of all, just personal.
